Millions grapple with those lumps, bumps and dimples

Afraid that extra bacon you had at lunch is to blame for your dimpled thighs? 
Worried that your stomach looks lumpy because you missed one— or three— 
sessions at the gym this week? 


Don’t be alarmed: Most women and some 
men have cellulite, the pockets of fat under 
the skin, typically on the hips, thighs and but- 
tocks, with a pitted appearance that resem- 
bles cottage cheese or an orange peel. 

Still, it’s a touchy subject. When approached 
by RedEye, more than a dozen women— and 
some men— declined to be interviewed. 

Even more people have the desire to get rid 
of cellulite. The cellulite reduction market, 
worth nearly $8o million in 2007, will grow to 
more than $215 million by 2012, according to a 


2008 report by Millennium Research Group, 
which studies medical technolog)^ 

“{Cellulite] is not particularly flattering {on 
women},” said Jeremy Simmons, 32, ofWicker 
Park, who added that he has “some love han- 
dles,” but not cellulite. “I don’t think cellulite 
helps {women’s} cause.” 

But Ann Mueller of Lincoln Park said cellu- 
lite isn’t a big deal. “It’s something that everyone 
has,” said Mueller, 25. “It’s really not that bad.” 

Eorget what you know about dimply skin. 
RedEye separates cellulite fat from fiction. 


Myth: Cellulite is a medical term 

Cellulite is not a disease, nor is it an official 
medical term. 

Cellulite is fat in the subcutaneous layer of 
the skin that is held in place by fibrous bands 
of connective tissue, which are mostly made 
up of collagen. When fluid or lipids (as with 
weight gain) build up, the fat expands and 
pushes against the connective tissue, which 
causes the puckering. 

Researchers don’t definitively know what 
causes cellulite, a term that has gained popu- 
larity through pop culture, though there are 
some predisposing factors that may contrib- 
ute to cellulite development, experts say- 
gender, genetics, race and age among them. 

Cellulite typically strikes in the teenage 
years after puberty and is tied to hormone 
production, said VesnaPetronic-Rosic, direc- 
tor of the University of Chicago’s dermatology 
outpatient clinic. Genetics usually determine 
if a person will get cellulite. 

“There’s no established pattern of inheri- 
tance; however it does tend to run in fami- 
lies,” Petronic-Rosic said. 

Studies show cellulite is more common 
in Caucasians than in African-Americans or 
Asians. 

Myth: Only women get cellulite 

About 90 percent of women have cellulite, 
according to plastic surgery experts. Eewer 
than 10 percent of men have cellulite, said 
David Turok, the Chicago-based medical 
director for American Laser Centers. 


One reason for this gender gap: Women 
tend to have more body fat than men. Average 
body fat for young women is 28 percent, com- 
pared with 15 percent for men, studies show 

The skin in cellulite-prone areas also is 
thinner in women than in men, therefore 
the lumps are more visible on women, said 
Murad Alam, Northwestern associate professor 
of dermatology Men also have thicker bands 
of connective tissue, making it more difficult 
for them to “pucker up.” 

But it’s possible for men to get cellulite if 
they lose androgens, which are male sex hor- 
mones, Petronic-Rosic said. One main andro- 
gen is testosterone, which tends to decline 
gradually with age. 

Myth: Liposuction 
eliminates cellulite 

Losing weight naturally may or may not 
reduce the appearance of cellulite because 
loose skin doesn’t always smooth out, Alam 
said. Liposuction won’t make cellulite bet- 
ter— and can actually worsen the dimples. 

If liposuction is done too near to the sur- 
face of the skin, the fat layer immediately 
under the skin that supports the skin may 
become uneven, thus making cellulite worse. 

People with cellulite have fat protruding 
in some parts of the skin and not others. 
Liposuction done improperly can damage the 
tissue between the skin and the underlying fat, 
making cellulite more obvious, Alam said. 

“Best case scenario: You get thinner but 
cellulite stays the same,” he said. 



Myth: If you have cellulite, 
you are overweight 

Cellulite affects both thin and obese women, 
studies show, because thin women store fat 
too. But cellulite may be more visible on an 
overweight woman because she has more 
body fat. 

Diet and exercise cannot change the 
strength of the fibrous bands that hold fat 
deposits in place. But building your muscle 
mass by exercising has been shown to reduce 
the appearance of cellulite, Alam said. 

‘As the muscle becomes thicker and fuller, 
the loose, ripply skin on top of it smooths 
out,” Alam said. 

Cellulite therapy practitioners recom- 
mend a healthy diet and regular exercise after 
treatment for cellulite. Drinking water helps 


push toxins through the system so they don’t 
build up in fat cells, said Kim Lindsey, owner 
of Allure MedicaSpa, an Oak Park spa that 
offers cellulite acoustic wave therapy 

Most treatments that promise to reduce the 
appearance of cellulite, including VelaShape 
and cupping, try to reduce the amount of flu- 
ids in the fat pockets. But those procedures, 
like typical cellulite reduction therapy, only 
temporarily reduce the look of cellulite and 
don’t cure it. 

So if you have cellulite, there’s no need for 
thigh anxiety Y)u’re in good company— with 
millions of Americans. 

“You have to live with it,” Petronic-Rosic 
said. “In some people, it’s normal fat. There’s 
nothing wrong with it.”

Blame it on Nicole 
Ronsard. Ronsard coined 
the term “cellulite” in 
her 1973 best seller 
“Cellulite.” Ronsard, a 
French woman, defined 
cellulite as a “gel-like 
substance made up of 
fat, water and wastes 
that becomes trapped 
in lumpy, immovable 
pockets just beneath 
the skin,” according to 
a 1975 Time magazine 
article. 

Ronsard suggested 
dieting, drinking lots of 
water, deep breathing 
and massaging to break 
up the fat deposits. 

She failed to offer 
medical research in the 
book. Nevertheless, 
the Time article 
noted, about 200,000 
American women 
bought “Cellulite” in 
the first two years of its 
release in hopes it would 
ease their thigh anxiety.

» Cupping 

Shanna Fritsch of Two Hands 
Chiropractic and Acupuncture in 
the Loop uses little suction cups to 
vacuum up the skin and get blood 
flowing to the cellulite area. Then, 
Fritsch said, she uses a detoxifying 
body scrub and heat wrap meant 
to pull out impurities, eliminate 
fluids and smooth out the skin. 

At worst, patients may feel 
pinching during the treatment and 
experience bruising afterward. 

Fritsch said she recommends 
between four and eight sessions, 
plus a maintenance session every 
one to three months to reduce 
the appearance of cellulite. Each 
session costs $75. 



» Exercise class 

The Power Plate 
Institute, with 
two locations in 
Chicago, offers a 
25-minute cellulite 
treatment class, 
which costs up to 
$35, depending on 
the package.

Cell service

Researchers have yet to find a cure for cellulite, but a 
variety of treatments exist that promise to temporarily 
reduce the appearance. Cellulite treatments have grown 
in popularity in recent years. About 38,700 people under- 
went these procedures in 2007, up 62 percent from 2000, 
according to the American Society of Plastic Surgeons. 

RedEye details a few of the procedures. 

» Acoustic wave therapy 

Allure MedicaSpa in Oak Park has been using 
acoustic wave therapy for about a year to 
treat cellulite, owner Kim Lindsey said. The 
practitioner uses a mechanism that pulses 
through the cellulite area to loosen the connective tissue 
bands and stimulate blood flow to help flush out toxins. 

Patients feel a pounding sensation and sometimes 
experience bruising after the procedure. 

“Right after you have had the treatment, it feels like 
your legs have had a good, vigorous massage or workout,” 
Lindsey said. 

The initial treatment calls for six sessions ($1,000 per area), 
then one session every three months for maintenance ($250). 

» VelaShape 

This non-surgical laser therapy has star power. Kim 
Kardashian, whose butt Paris Hilton famously called “cottage 
cheese inside a big trash bag,” was 
filmed receiving VelaShape earlier 
this year for her reality show, 

El’s “Keeping Up With the 
Kardashians.” 

The treatment, a combination 
of deep massage, suction, 
infrared and radio 
frequency energies, is 
approved by the Food 
and Drug Administration. 

It is offered locally at 
American Laser Centers, 
which has 11 locations in 
the Chicagoland area. 

David Turok, the 
Chicago-based 
medical director 
for American Laser 
Centers, said heat 
from the VelaShape’s 
infrared light and 
bipolar radio frequency 
increases the body’s 
metabolism and shrinks 
fat cells. Mechanical rollers 
and vacuum suction of 
the dimply skin boosts 
circulation to get rid of 
toxins and excess fluid. 

Turok said some patients 
experience reddening and 
bruising of the area, but 
most say the treatment feels 
like a deep massage. The 
treatment typically requires 
four sessions, about a week 
apart. Each treatment runs 
between $300 and $550, 
depending on the package 
purchased.

Hello, ‘Blue’ Sunday

The scene: When Blue 13 launched brunch in 
July, we weren’t sure they had us in mind. 

See, the new River North spot has possibly the 
latest brunch hours in town, serving until 7 p.m. 
Sundays. The idea is to accommodate those who 
work or party into the wee hours — a real rock ’n’ 
roll crowd, if you will. 

And save for the occa- 
sional misguided foray 
into late-night karaoke, 
we’re no rock stars. 

But just because 
we’re not out gallivant- 
ing with groupies until 
sunrise doesn’t mean 
we don’t like to sleep 
past noon on Sundays. 

Besides, for a place 
that’s trying to work 
“rock ’n’ roll chic,” Blue 13 isn’t all that gritty Sure, 
the booths are black leather, but it’s the stylish 
sort you’d find at Crate and Barrel rather than on a 
barstool at CBGB. There’s also some bad-ass tat- 
too art on the walls, but it’s neatly mounted and 
framed. The attentive service doesn’t bow to any 
disaffected rocker stereotypes either. 


The cuisine: Chef and co-owner Chris Curren’s 
signature Steak and Egg on Acid ($14) is, ahem, 
worth the trip. Our slices of grilled beef tender- 
loin, topped with two quail eggs, were cooked to a 
true medium rare and served over an eye-opening 
(but not eye-watering) wasabi sauce. If you miss 
the 7 p.m. brunch cutoff, the same dish makes an 
appearance on Blue 13’s dinner menu as a larger 
portion served atop potato and onion pierogi— 
just be warned that it’s twice the price. 

Our other dishes didn’t exactly have us scream- 
ing for an encore. If you like dense, moist pan- 
cakes, you’ll like what the tropical fruit does for 
the batter in the mango pancake stack ($10). If 
you like your cakes light and fluffy, not so much. 
The cream-based mango sauce that accompanies 
the cakes, though reportedly made with mango 
and lemongrass, lacked flavor. Our latkes ($5) were 
lackluster too— dense and chewy, like they’d been 
overcooked and then sat too long after coming out 
of the fryer. 

Blue 13 delivers on one night-owl staple: caf- 
feine. Our cup of Metropolis coffee ($3) was never 
empty

‘Thunder road 


Black, co-stars kept 
things light on set 
of ‘Tropic Thunder’

Jack Black isn’t a man who’s afraid to 
appear on screen in his underpants. But 
strapped to a water buffalo? 

“I dreaded doing it,” he says, then 
imitating the animal wrangler. “Aw, she’s 
gonn’be fine. Got sharp horns but she 
shouldn’t gore ya. Prob’lee won’t.” 

Black continues, “Doesn’t matter what 
they say When you’re looking at the 
i,ooo-pound beast, it goes against the 
grain to get up on it.” 

But up he went, for the good of “Tropic 
Thunder,” the action comedy directed by 
Ben Stiller and starring Stiller, Black and 
Robert Downey Jr. as you’ve never seen 
him before: as an actor portraying a black 
soldier in a movie about the Vietnam War. 

Things on the set quickly go awry as the 
pampered stars act up, the director (British 
funnyman Steve Coogan) flips out and a 
volcanic studio head wants to pull the plug. 
Enter crusty war hero Four-Leaf Tayback 
(Nick Nolte with hooks for hands). His 
idea to save the film: Send the actors into 
a jungle rigged with explosives and cam- 
eras — to catch all the action— and shoot it 
“guerrilla” style. (They go for it, unaware of 
nearby, ruthless drug smugglers.) 

“Tropic” was shot in a Hawaii most tour- 
ists (and Hawaiians) don’t see, a jungle of 
“creepy crawlies,” notes Black, plus heat, 
humidity and daily downpours that halted 
filming. 

“And the mud!” co-star Jay Baruchel 
recalls. “I’m from Canada {and figured], 
mud’s mud. But they’ve got snowbank 
equivalents of mud. Ohhh, and every ani- 
mal in creation is pooing in it.” 

The stars’ improv shenanigans kept spir- 
its high, but it wasn’t all goofing around. 
Stiller ’s a thorough— no, tough— director, 
says Black. “As an actor, he knows the ener- 
gy disappears when you say, ‘Cut!’ ” Black 
says. “If you keep rolling, it just ramps up 
a little more each time.” 

Black was a natural, despite never hav- 
ing fired a gun. He carried an M-6o. “It’s 
like 40 pounds— they call it the pig,” he 
says.

a threat to infants or adults. The plastic-hardening 
chemical is used to seal canned food and make shat- 
terproof bottles. It also is used in hundreds of household 
items, ranging from sunglasses to CDs. 

The FDA’s draft report was greeted with enthusiasm by the 
American Chemistry Council, which has defended the chemical’s 
safety But environmental groups were quick to criticize the agency’s 
conclusions, which they said relied on industry-funded studies. 

The FDA report is the latest in a growing pile of assessments of 
bisphenol, which has been used to package food for decades. 

The agency previously declared the chemical safe, but agreed to 
revisit that opinion after a report by the federal National Toxicology 
Program said there was “some concern” about its risks in infants.
